Other 
remedies are a few snuflV of ice water 
high up into the nostrils; hot water ean 
bo used but it must be very hot and had 
better be injected with a syringe, or an 
injection of vinegar and water may be 
tried.

ronsciousncss early in the evening. 


Several hours before-death the injec- 


tion of saline solution was discontinued 
and more powerful heart stimulants re- 
sorted to but without any effect on the 
rapidly sinking man.

Such an improvement in the rending 


habits of the "lower poor" of London is 
justly declared to be one of the bright- 
est signs of the times. In the first place 
access to good books is a source of much 
happiness and joy, and in the

place there is the chance that "from be-

from above." To

Messrs. Lewi?, Bennett and Eng-

/ In the matter of the Yorkville and 
Raymond Drainage district, decided in 
the circuit court Saturday, by Judge Bel- 
deii, in favor of the petitioners, Judge 
Belden has appointed as commissioners, 
to assess benefits and damages that may 
accrue from the opening of the ditch or 
canal, William E. Lewis, James G. Ben- 
nett and William English. 


It is well known to the readers of the 


local' papers that the canal 
proposed 


runs through the towns of Yorkville and 
Raymond, a distance of probably nine 
miles, will redeem 4.000 acres of land 
and cost $20,000. Possibly in the neigh- j 
borhood of 100 farmers are interested. 


The decision of Judge Belden is of 


great interest to the farmers of Racine 
county. 
' 


JUDGE BELDEX'S DECISION. 


The petitioners here in state that it 


is the purpose of these proceedings to 
establish a drainage district in the towns 
of Yorkville and Raymond; that the pur- 
pose of such drainage district is to con- 
struct, deepen, widen, 
maintain and. 


keep in repair a drainage ditch or canal 
through said towns; that the object of 
said proposed work is the promotion of 
the public health and welfare and the 
drainage and reclamation of the marsh 
and overflowed lands within said dis- 
trict. 


Before tlie court may appoint com- 


missioners to lay out and construct the 
proposed work, it is necessary that tlie 
court be satisfied, and find, in addition 
to its jurisdiction to entertain the mat- 
ter and the regularity of the petition as 
by statute required, which matters have 
in this case already been affrmatively 
passed upon by the court, that the pro- 
posed dra.in is necessary, or will be use- 
ful for the drainage of the lands to be 
drained thereby, and that the 
public 


health or welfare will be promoted by 
-!ie construction thereof. 


Statutes of tin1 character of the one 


under which these proceedings are insti- 
tuted, are enacted and designed to carry 
out and put into effective operation the 
police powers inherent in the state to 
make such laws and regulations as the 
legislature shail judge to be for the gen 
era! good of the commonwealth and its 
subjects. 
It is well settled that laws 


and regulations of this character, though 
they may in some instances disturb or 
be detrimental to individual rights and 
interests and may enhance certain other 
individual interests, are valid and consti- 
tutional. They do not appropriate pro- 
pert}- for public use, but simply regulate 
its use and enjoyment by the owner. 


The proposed drainage district extends 


for a distance of some nine miles, and in 
the general course of the south branch 
of Hoot river. The evidence before the 
court is undisputed that: I he greater por- 
tion of the lojids embraced wirhin the 
proposed district are low and swampy, 
and that much wafer stands stagnant 
thereon, covered with scum, and filled 
with decaying vegetable matter to the 
extent that it gives off notoriously ob- 
noxious odors. 
It is also 
undisputed 


and, indeed, need not be proven that con- 
ditions such ns these are prolitie mosqui- 
to breeders, and that mosquitoes are 
now recognized as diligent conveyers and 
distributers of disease germs. It is well 
recognized, now-a-days. that conditions 
such as are shown in this case to exist, 
arc inimical to public health. That spec- 
ific instances of illness may 
not 
be 


shown in the particular case If* have 
been traced to the locality in i]ii<'stion, 
does not at nil mitigate against tiie now 
commonly recognised principle Unit such 
conditions nre unsanitary, unwholesome,' 
and nnhealtbful. The scientific and pop- 
ular recognition of the evils likely to 
arise from such conditions is woll sub- 
stantiated by the Supreme C'-:"rt if the 
United States in 
Leovey 
vs 
United 


States 178 U. S.. 707. wherein the Court 
says: "We think that the trial court 
miffht well take judicial notice that the 
public health is deeply concerned in the 
reclamation of swamp and overflowed 
lands. 
If there is any fact which may 


be supposed to be known by everybody 
and therefore by courts, it 
is that 


swamps and stagnant water.* are the 
cause of inal.irinl and malignant fevers, 
and that the police power is never more 
legitimately exercised than in removing 
such nuisances." As before said, that it 
has not been shown in the instant case 
that cases of illness have been traced di- 
rectly to the conditions in que^licni. does 
not at all niter the fart, now so thor- 
oughly recognized, and accepted, 
that 


such conditions 
arc unwholesome, un- 


healthful and obnoxious, and subject to 
control and regulation 
by the 
sta.te 


through the exercise of its police power. 
Aside from the general public wclfire he- 
fore snggesti'd, it is shown in the case 
that Win public highways will be im- 
proved a.nd bcnofitted by the proposed 
drainage. 


It has been held by numerous courts 


of last resort, including the 
Supreme 


Court of the United Stales, t-Hot the re- 
clamation of wet and overflowed lands 
and the drainage of marshes and ponds 
is of public utility, and is conducive to 
public health, welfare and convenience. 
This is so wt>ll recognized that it is hard- 
ly longer a subject for a specific proof. 
It is undoubtedly* true in this case, 


as it is in most drainage eases, that .some 
private interests will be enhanced, nnd 
that some lands- within or continguous 
to the proposed drainage district will be 
made more valviable by the proposed im- 
provement. The fact, however, that, some 
•individual may receive private benefit 
through the proposed imnrovemcnt does 
not mitigate against or deprive the pro; 
posed purpose of the proceeding must 
be accepted to be the public welfare, and 
that individual or private interests may 
be resultantly benefited must be regard- 
ed its incidental. It i? the undoubted 
law that when the public interest con- 


flicts with those of the individual, the 
latter must yield. 


It is the law, also, that 
whatever 


work of this character improves condi- 
tions and enhances land values and tax 
rates, or makes living the locality more 
desirable, pleasant, or healthful for the 
public in general, is for. the public wel- 
fare. 


The court must find, upon the evi- 


dence before it, that the proposed drain 
and work is of a public character, that, 
it will be useful for the drainage of the 
lands proposed to be drained thereby, and 
that the public health and welfare will 
be promoted by the construction there- 
of. 


Commissioners will be appointed to lay 


out and construct the proposed work.

SERVICE is MAIN" POINT 


Cortelyonnot so Much Concerned 


Over Postoffice Deficit. 


Parcel Post Syiitem Feasible—Rural 


Free Delivery ServJce to be 


Further Exleaded. 


Postmaster 
General 
Cortelyou 
has 


made public his annual report: 


Mr. Cortelyou saysjthat while a self- 


sustaining condition of the postoffice de- 
partment would be gratifying he is less 
concerned nbout the deficit than the effi- 
ciency of the present administration. For 
the fiscal year 1905, the total receipts 
from all sources were $152,82(5,585, and 
total expenditures $1(37,181,595, leaving a 
deficit of $14,572.584. 
He directs atten- 


tion to the increased amount of free 
matter 
handled, which averaged 12.58 


per cent of the entire weight carried, or 
a loss- in revenue of $19,822,000. 


Disciissing appointments of postmas- 


ters, the postmaster general says that 
under instructions recently 
issued, a 


careful rating, based on inspectors' re- 
ports, is given each postoffice, and that 
this rating carries weight in determining 
the question of reappoiutments, lie says 
that fourth-class postmasters will be re- 
tained during satisfactory service, while 
in the case of presidential postmasters, 
their reappointment will be determined 
by the ratings given, them. 


An increase "of 5!77 per cent in the- 


amount of ordinary mail handled as com- 
pared with 1004, is noted in the railway 
mail service, which the postmaster gen- 
eral says shows a normal frowth with 
gratifying maintenance"of efficiency. 


PARCEL POST SYSTEM. 


The postmaster general says an effec- 


tive domestic parcel post system could 
be organized on the same lines substan- 
tially as express companies conduct their 
sen-ice. While he does not deem it wise 
nt this time to ask congress for such a 
system, he recommends that third and 
fourth class mail matter be merged at 
the rate of 1 cent for two ounces. 


A* regards the rural free delivery ser- 


vice, the postmaster general expresses 
confidence that future legitimate exten- 
sions can bo accomplished at a lower rate 
ojr expense. 
At the end of the fiscal 


year, June 30, there were in operation 
(58,131 postoflices. 
The number of em- 


ployes in the service at large is stated 
to be 280,000 of whom 1.1(39 are ill the 
department at Washington. 


GROWTH IX SERVICE. 


After referring to the fact that there 


is shortly to be celebrated the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of tiie birth of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, who was for moru than 
twenty yo-irs dopuly postmaster general 
for the colonies and who was at the head 
of the postal service under the confeder- 
ation, the postmaster general says:

The Xoseblced and Remedies. Bleed- 


ing from the nose in children is not an 
uncommon event, and except For the an- 
noyance arid inconvenience 
which 
it 


causes is generally of little importance. 
It usually ceases of itself. 
There nro 


cases, however, where the bleeding has 
been great enough to cause death. Be- 
sides this there are limes when the How 
nf Mood is so severe us, to say the least, 
to be extremely disagreeable, both to the, 
sufferer and tin: observer. It is easy to 
see that such an attack in the ease of a 
child might create great alarm in ner- 
vous or excitable relatives, and Ju case 
of invalids might cjo considerable dam- 
age. 


In order to be ahlp to properly apply 


the remedies, and to know when to use 
them, it is first necessary to understand 
something about the causes and sources 
of the hemorrhage. The cavity of the 
noip communicates behind by two large 
openings with the back of Hie mouth and 
upper part of the throat. This conunnn 
ieation is KO free Unit blood coining from 
the nose may flow down and out of the 
mouth. When tho bleeding is very pro 
fuse it may gush from both the nose 
«nd month. 


The blood supply to the nose comes in 


part from arteries whk'h run across tin: 
lace in such a situation that they can 
lie easily compressed against the bono. 
The finger or a finger-shaped pad nbou!. 
two inches long, placed by (he side ot' 
the nose, extending from the lower bor- 
der of the 
upper 
lips upwards, 
and 


pressed firmly against the face, will com- 
press the vessels, and if the bleeding is 
from tissue supplied by them, will en- 
tirely control it. The pressure must be 
lirm and continuous, and the pad must 
fit into thn snrvature of the face. 
Pres- 


sure can be made on both sides of the 
nostrils, if one aide is not enough. Other 
remedies, are a few siiufTs of ice water 
high up into the nostrils; hot water can 
bo used but it must be very hot and had 
better be injected with a syringe, or au 
injection of vinegar and water may be 
tried. 


Every mother is familiar with the ap- 


plication of a cold brass key to the nape 
of the neck. Spirits of turpentine in a 
hot saucer will give off fumes which 
snuffed up the nose, often have a good 
effect in this bleeding. 


Tying a string or a bandage about the 


thigh or the arm close to the shoulder 
is of service. An excellent remedy is to 
have the patient take a hot foot bath 
This is one of the best possible meas- 
ures, from its simplicity, and it rarely 
fails in ordinary cases to stop the bleed- 
ing.

President Roosevelt has touched upon 


an important and hitherto quite neg- 
lected phase of the.American snciehi'gi- 
cal conditions, in his, reference in his 
message to the employment of women. 
He says that over 5,000,000 American 
women are now engaged in work out- 
side of their homes,,, The introduction 
of women into industry is working ,a 
change in the domestic and social Hfcjpf 
the nation, and tho decrease in marriage, 
and especially in the birthrate, has been 
co-incident with it. The conditions of 
female labor in factory life, and espec- 
ially in department stores in the great 
cities, is one that demands a much clos- 
er scrutiny tlmn has hitherto been giv- 
en. Thousands of young women are 
thus employed at weekly stipends which 
cannot possibly feed and clothe them. In 
many cases such ynung women are the 
daughters of mechanics and well-to-do 
laborers, and pay nothing for their board 
and room. Yet there are still left a 
large number who must either Buffer for 
the necessities of life, or add to their 
incomes through means that are 
the 


price of morality. It is to he 
hoped 


that the president's recommendation that 
the department of commerce and labor 
make careful investigation into the con- 
ditions of women workers may receive 
the serious attention of congress.

grow if tariff conditions are not disturb- 
ed. There are plenty of tropical re- 
sources, rubber for example, which can 
be exploited to help out'the Philippines,

American industry. The world's supply 
of sugar is larger; now> than the con- 


sumption. This country is one that 
does not raise enough for its own use. 
Wisconsin has, within five years, devel- 
oped a beet sugar industry which sup- 
plies nearly diie^tMra of the wants' of 
its own inhalants. The tariff, on"su- 
gar has made this possible and Mr. Wajf-: 
ner agrees with tyie beet raisers tliit it 
would be a short-sighted and'unneces- 
sary stab at our dwn people to'iniperil 
this industry for the "sake of the Phil- 
ippines.

city, death resulting from complications 
which followed 
the 
removal 
of four 


teeth at a dental oflice yesterday morn- 
ing. A hemorrhage of unusual severity 
followed the removal of the teeth and 
despite the application of the most pow- 
erful styptics known to dental science 
the flow of blood could not be stayed. 
Physicians were summoned to the dental 
ollicc, but the combined scientific knowl- 
edge of the dentists and physicians could 
not stop the How of blood. The sena- 
tor's condition soon became alarming a.nd 
it was determined to remove him to the 
hospital. When the senator reached the 
hospital he was in very weakened condi- 
I ion and it became apparent that unless 
the flow of Mood was soon stopped life 
would pass out. 


Senator Mitchell had long been a suf- 


ferer from diabetes and other- vitiating 
diseases, and, in his weakened physical 
condition, rapidly succumbed to inevit- 
able weakness following violent hem- 
orrhages and lapsed into a state of semi- 
ronsoiousnesd curly in the evening. 


Several hours before death the injec- 


tion of saline solution was discontinued 
and more powerful heart stimulants re- 
sorted to but without :my effect on the 
rapidly sinking man. 


MORTIFICATION SET IN. 


After daylight the senator's condition 


•;rew worse and pronounced indications 
of mortification became evident, espec- 
ially in the ankles, knees and hips. Sev- 
eral hours before death the action of the 
heart at times became almost impercep- 
tible and the breath came in short spas- 
modic gasps. As the end approached, 
these symptonis became more and more 
pronounced, death 
ensuing at 
11:40 


o'clock.

GERANIUMS IN CALIFORNIA. 


First-time visitors to California look 


with nlinast reverent awe upon our ge- 
raniums, which 
climb two 
and three 


stories high, for i'i the east they are 
tender pot plants only, which must be 
well protected through the winter, much 
pampered in summer and even then at- 
tain but a very small size, says the Los 
Angeles Times. 
With us they seem to 


be perfectly at home, growing to Inrge 
sixes and blooming freely without nny 
attention. 
Anyone exploring our can- 


yons may find deserted cabins around 
which arc growing geraniums in nearly 
all shades of color with no moisture ex- 
cept the annual rainfall and no culture 
for ten or more years, yet they seem to 
thrive a.s well as native plants. 


The newcomer passes the geranium by 


as being too common and too easily 
grown j he wishes plants that take time, 
attention and coddling that his gerani- 
unins demanded in his eastern plant col- 
lection. After the novelty of this change 
ill garden plants and work has worn off 
ho begins to neglect his new acquaint- 
ances and finally all but the more rug- 
ged perish. Only when his flower garden 
looks absolutely disgraceful does ho ob- 
serve how charming nnd how easily kept 
is his neighbor's yard, where geranmmns 
and the "oldfashioned" plants common 
in eastern houses oectip}' the most prom- 
inent positions and the largest space. 
So much improvement ha.s been made in 
geraniums during the past few years 
that the flowering class may be obtain- 
ed in every shade of color from white to 
the deepest and richest crimson. 
Not 


only have as many shades of color been 
produced as is possible with any single, 
plnnt, but the Ilowera of today arc fully 
twice ns large as those of the same va- 
riety of plants u. decade ngo.

She said she did not consider it brave

When she allowed herself to dwell upon 
the ordeal of today, she appeared to be 
making every effort to go to her fate 
bravely and with firmness. The usual 
talk has been current about some kind 
of an opiate being administered to her to 
deaden her sensibilities, but it is unqual- 
ifiedly false.

'Superintendent Lovell visited Mrs. 


Rogers' cell last night and talked witU 
her a few moments.

HER IJ|T~HOPE GONE. 


The time set" for the execution was be- 


tween 1 and 2 .o'clock and it was intend- 
ed to start the death procession immed-- 
iately after one o'clock. Soon after-'tbd 
news was broken to j\Irs. -Rogers..that 
Governor Bellhad declined to grant her 
a further reprieve, Matron Durkee went 
to the condemned woman's cell to pre- 
pare her for the execution. Miss Dur- 
kee assisted Mrs. Rogers to dress in a 
simple gown of black. 


AH of the deputy sheriffs were at the 


prison more .than an hour before 
the 


time of the execution. In the street in 
the vicinity of the prison just before ] 
o'clock a crowd numbering thirty per- 
sons gathered apparently hoping to get 
glimpses of Mrs. Rogers as she was led 
down the stairs from the women's* sec- 
tion of. the prison to the scaffold. Noth- 
ing could be seen of the gallows, as a cur- 
tain had been drawn across a window 
near which it stood.

debt is yet unpaid.

WHAT "THK OTHER HALF" READS. 


Chicago 
Kccord-Herald: 
Librarians 


and others have lately furnished inter- 
esting information concerning the rend- 
ing of the "very poor." The facts gath- 
ered and commented upon arc encour- 
aging and significant. 


A London writer, giving (he results of 


a personal investigation, says that "an 
increasing percentages of those \vho live 
by', -manual labor is taking to 
serious 


reading." 
In the districts inhabited al- 


most entirely by the very poor of Lon- 
don trie demand rfr superior and higher 
forms of literature is greater than in 
the suburbs of the British capital, where 
a higher standard of living and comfort 
is the rule. And it appears that the. 
London poor are particularly interested 
just now in social and political litera- 
ture and in popular science. 


Such an improvement in the reading 


habits of the ''lower poor" of London is 
justly declared to be one of the bright- 
est signs of the times. In the first place 
access to good books is a. source of much 
happiness and joy, and in the 
second 


place there is the chance that "from be- 
low may come the solution of those 
problems of poverty which have hither- 
to proved insoluble 
from above." To 


the very poor, housing, involuntary idle- 
ness, industrial pence, arc matters of life 
.and death, not questions of either ab- 
stract or philanthropic moment. 


An American would not discuss the 


subject in exactly the same way, but in 
their essence these observations are, of 
course, 
of general application. By 
a [ 


curious coincidence the report just pub- 
lished by the New York public library 
discloses, for that city, a marked im- 
provement in the quality of books cir- 
culated in the poorest and congested dis- 
trict similar to that noted in London. 
The percentage of fiction demanded is 
relatively small, smaller than ever be- 
fore, and ''tho lowest reported by nny 
of the prominent, libraries in America," 
not excepting the Boston library, which 
has till lately held the position of lead- 
ership in this respect. 


The increase has occurred 
in such 


branches of science, history,miscellaneous 
literature, 
biography 
nnd 
travel. If 


anyone had planned a campaign for the 
elevation 
of the 
reading habits and 


tastes of the very poor .he could hardly 
have «!med at better results. 


To what is tlie improvement due. 


To the cumulative work of the schools, 
newspapers, periodicals? To the over- 
shadowing importance of the social and 
economic problem's now "up" for solu- 
tion? The New York librarian finds, one 
cause in the free lecture system that has 
been developed in recent years, and he 
is probably right. Thus another argu- 
ment is provided for that close co-oper- 
ation between schools on the one hand 
and libraries, settlements and other 
agencies of true culture on the other, 
which is under discussion in this city.

ertight compartments intended to save 
ier in just such stress as slie is; now in, 
ho lighthouse officials declare that there 
vill be little difficulty on the part of the, 
crew in keeping her afloat until aid can; 
reach lier. The lighthouse tender Azn- 
ca which left New Bedford at 7:30 
>'clock last night, should reach the .yi- 
inity o£ the lightship during this fore- 
loon. 


When wireless messages were received 


it the naval torpedo station here yes- 
.erday from the lightship reporting that 
.he had sprung a leak nnd that the wat- 
er was steadily gaining the officials pre- 
pared to send help. The gunboat Hist 
vas ordered to proceed to the scene, but 
xs she was about to start, a defect in 
er steering gear was discovered which 
tiade it necessary for her tp have repairs 
nade immediately. Word then was sent 
0 New Bedford where the lighthouse 
eridei: Azalea was lying and that vessel 
vas'dispatched to the lightship. 


Early today the steering gea.r of the. 
list again was in proper shape and at 


1 o'clock she left the naval training sta- 
,ion under, orders to make, the best pos- 
ible speed to the lightship. 


The distance she will have to cover is

all That U Needed. 


The present limits of distance over 


which a. conversation by telephone may 


; be Carried on is about 1800 miles, and 
; experts; who are working to extend this 
limit think there is no reason why ''it 
may not be made, in time, to equal the 
circumference of the earth. 
All that 


seemsijtp be needed is a greater perfec- 
ting jpf, the mechanical parts of the ma- 
chine;, the problem. of & sufficient cur-, 
rent is. already solved. It is easy now 
to carry on a conversation between this' 
city and Chicago or even to Kansas City 
though, for the latter place the voice 
must' be raised to a pitch of loud con- 
versation and the words must be utter- 
eci distinctly. 


But while there has been great ad- 


vance in lengthening the distance, it has 
hardly kept pace with that which has 
marked the improvements in the instru- 
ment for short distances. This is prin- 
cipally because there, has been no heavy 
demand for the long-distance talk, and 
none is ,in prospect ,(as long 
as the 


charges for such service are as heavy as 
they are now.
